Sometimes the Bible is comparec 


•with other sacred books—Bibles o 
other religions the Koran, the Vedas 
etc. There can be no real comparison 
The Bible is not rto be put on th 
•ame plane as these books 
None o 


them claims for itself what the' Bible 
claims for itself, nor did any one o 
their authors claim for himself nha 
Jesus Christ, and the inspired writers 
of the Bible claim for themselves The 
Christian must be very careful In the 
matter of comparing ^his Bible with 
other sacred books 
Such comparison 


Is attended with gra-ve dagger. There 
Is practically no difference; so far as 
ths disastrous effects of such com- 
parisons are concerned, whether you 
drag the Bible down to the level of 
these other, books, or lift these other 
books up td tfie l^veT^ of the Bible, 
The effect Is the same; 'you rob the 
Bible of it* unique character and au 
thority 
Let us be careful in thiii 
matter. 
- The Bible Is notonlr" tHe' Book of 
God, it is jBlso the book from God At 
least this if the wa'y in wfiich it gives 
Its- own account of its origin: "All 
Scripture is given by inspiration of 
God"—that is 
to say, is ' "God- 


fcreathed" (II Timothy 3.16). Again, in 
n. Peter 1:20, 21, ,we read 
"Know- 


Ing this first, that no phophecy of the 
scripture Is of any private interpreta- 
tion (or origin, for it seems clear 
that it is to the source rather than to 
the exposition of the scripture that 
reference is here made). 
For 
the 


prophecy came not in old time by the 
will of man, but holy men of God 
spake as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost." Here are some l very 
clear and definite statements concern- 
Ing the source of the scripture 
it is 


this "God-breathed" element that "dif- 
ferentiates this book" from all other 
•writings 
The Bible is' quite often re- 


ferred to nowadays as splendid "liter- 
ature." Well, the Bible is that, but it 
Is more than that—it Is scripture 
Literature njthe letter, scripture is 
the letter inbreathed by the holy spir- 
it. Just as in" the creation of man w,e 
learn that man became a living soul 
when that frame of dust, as it lay on 
the ground, became inbreathed by the 
•tririt of life from God. Man is (fast 
Inbreathed by Deity;' and If you t'ak'e 
kw'ay the spirit of life from man, lie 
returns to dust. 
So is it. with the 


Bible; it is" tlie letter, but.it is the 
letter inbreathed by God's spirit that 
nisikes that'letter scripture. And wlieh 
you rob the Bible of Its inspiration 
you have nothing but mere literature 
left—you have no scripture. 


-The message of the- Bible' is a re- 


ligious message. Its a'im and purpose 
Is .'to bring; man, ivn'o ]i'a's been es- 
tranged from God' by reason of sin, 
back to the God from whom he'has 
been estranged': The scriptures, which 
are given by inspiration of God, are 
for the man of God, that he may be 
instructed in righteousness; mark you, 
In righteousness, not in science,. or 
art; or poetry, or history, important as 
these things are in themselves. We 
come to the .Bible to find God.

The following 'letter ' from 'the files 
ot the'Gazette of, fifty years, ago, was 
written by J. W. Wingate who was 
employedi as a Clerk in the war de- 
partment during the war. 
Near Vicksburg, June 14, 1863. 
This'Is a'lovely morning—the sun 
is shining brightly, the air i& balmy 
and th'ere is a strong breeze, 
Lasi 
Friday we were up at Yazoo, and upoti 
arriving at the nearest landing which 
TV as near Gen. Grant's headquarters 
'and here we received the intelligence 
I that Geti. Qrant did not wish the sol- 
diers paid offi until'alter the fall ot 
, Vicksburg, so the" p'aymaster who had 
charge of .theicompany; concluded that 
we had all better go back to Memphis 
that night. "Major Baily and myself 
weie bound to see the" army and see 
the 12thk battery before we left, as we 
dlu not know when we should return, 
if ever, and so' we determined to per- 
suade the "party to detain the boat 
over day. They were opposed to it 
saying that we coufd not get transpor- 
tation passes. We told them that we 
beheyed 
that* we 
could, 
went 
ashore and the first persons we met" 
were Archie Glasscott and Spencer 
Eldridge, who were now clerks in the 
quartermaster's* department but we^e 
soon to go back Jn the battery 
They 
said that they could rig the major and. 
myself for the night, and would go on 
board and promise to supply them in 
the morning. 'So they consented to 
remain 
"and we procured 
passes, 
mounted a mule, (for the first time) 
and with Glasscott 
for our 
escort, 
started for Gen McPherson's head- 
1 quarters. We* rode from five o'clock 
in the morning' until ten 
before we 
found them, over1 a' country such as r 
never saw before, ~vrp 
J and dowii hills 
almost perpendicular, rough valleys 
and ravines, with lights from the tentp 
sometimes above and sometimes 
r lie 
neath. us/ and the. booming of the 
guns all around. 
We found Henry White and Norman 
Noggle, clerks" at the quarters 
and 
stayed with them until morning, when 
welstarted"for the l'2th battery 
We 
soon found the captain's tent, 
met 
Lieutenants Harlow anfl Amsden, An- 
derson, Dey and Fish, who appeared 
glad":to isee us I assure you. They flew 
arflund and got us breakfast and then, 
we started for the first "section 
The 
whole army is in excellent condition, 
and have the best location 
m the 
whole country.' How it was possible 
for them to drive the rebels 
out or 
their 'entrenchments is a mystery to 
me' The batteries are placed' on the 
heights, while the tents, ammunition, 
and stores are on the s.ide hills and 
cavea 
' Some have tents made * by 
putting two rubber blankets together, 
a great -many are formed out of canes 
which grow here in abundance, but 
I should think that a tree would afford 
better protection in wet weather 
' 


The foliage is fine, the trees very 
large; and I should judge the .soil very 
rich, blackberries are just beginning 
to ripen. 
Captain. Zichnc took us 
from the battery to the largest gun on 
the whole line, we stood near the 
gun for a long time, watching 
nine 
shells as they left it until they struck 
and exploded, with rifle ball singing 
oyer our heads 
I had my coat" off, 
stepped on the bank and whiz came a 
ball about six feet over my head The 
rebels reply but very little artillery, 
but their sharpshooters are watching 
for every mark. Our men" are Hyi,thin 
fifty yards ot the rebels, 
working 
nearer every day.

We went back to the captain's tent 
and started for General Grant's he^d 
quarters. 
Before we got th'ere 
h we 
bid good-bye to Henry 
the 
captain, 
Lieutenant Harlow, and went on our 
way, expecting that we, should not see 
them again until the war IB "over,, but 
we soon found one of our party who 
told us that 
General Grant had 
changed his mmd and that we were t6 
pay the troops, so we rqde back to the 
boat, where we arrived about seven 
o'clock having seen and passed more 
than we expected' to ' see in a 
life 
time. They all speak well of Henry 
and I think he is a favorite with, them 
The captain told him, to stay with me 
as long as he pleased, and 1 should 
think that he was very kind 
We are now aboard the John D 
Perry, at Chickasaw Landing, instead 
ot Sherman's as I had dated before It 
is the spot where Sherman landed 
when he first attempted to take Vtcks- 
biiig, and was 
repulsed so awfully 
cut'up.' I saw tfie battle' ground yes- 
terday. .Theie is a man who is going; 
up to Memphis, who says he will mail 
this letter so-I must close I suppose 
we will be assigned to >our duties to- 
morrow, and'go right about paying 
They say today» that Johnson's army 
is largely re-inforced and that a great 
battle is imminent. 1 do not fear the 
lesult. '

0n*,m«n said it was a good sermon; 
Mother «aia that a gospel 
which 
promiied so much for the .future ought 
<o do more for the present; a third 
remarked that the sermon was an ap- 
p«al to the emotions and that no man 
Dad.'the right in public discourse to 
appeal to the emotions of his audi- 
ence—:lf was too much like acting. 
.'..Then there followed a general d^s- 
euMlons of preachers and preaching. 
It' teemed that every man 
present 


knww; Jurt what a preacher ought: to 
••y aijd^how he should say it; wheth- 
er bit hair should be long or short; 
tft,.black'or white; sermon twenty- 
fpnr, or twenty five, minutes long. One 
otlffht think they had all taken special 
iBitruetlons In sacred eloquence and 
•wet* akllled in the art of preparation 
and delivery of sermons. 
i "I have noticed," . remarked 
one 
man whom J took to be a merchant, 
"that preachers as a :rule are Imprac- 
tlcal; they meed to rub against the 
WjprW .ahcUlearn 'human nature. They 
dial with things that are too airy for 
He ordinary man Theories are good, 
but mighty difficult to put into; prac- 
tice i ^Preachers should .walk on the 
ground occasionally, it would do them 
a lot of good " 
*,,"V feel th£ same way^" responded a 
man with an aldermanic appearance. 
"I feel the_same way. Preacher's mix 
tft> Ja things they know nothing about. 
And because the people in the church 
believe, everything they say they 
tau«e ^a, deal of trouble. 
They are 
great on reform. They would reform 
tile hole? in the flre department if they 
Md ,• a chance 
They give us more 
trouble at the city hall than any other' 
clatt of citizens 
Of course they get 
oj;'to Borne things we try to keep quiet 
b'Bt.It'doei.no good to be everlasting- 
Ifrtalking about them. It is a bad ad- 
Vertt»ement for the town." 


>; I do not object to their reforms," 
In a third whose remarks be- 
hiB'^lawyer's shrewdness 
"I 
object to their reforms. The 
that gets me is "Why preachers 


should. disturb such fellows as you 
I doubt if any of you have been inside 
a church for a year and how- the deuce 
you know so much about preachers 
when you never hear' a sermon beats 
me. I seldom go myself;, but it is not 
for the reasons you give. I have lost 
interest-because of the conservatism 
of the preacher. 
The 
• half-"of 
the 
preaching is an emphasis on doctrines 
preached a'hundred years ago. If the 
preacher is a Metttodist he tries to 
resurrect John Wesley; if 
he is a 
Presbyterian he tries to bring John 
Calvin. ,to life. . We have no place to- 
day for either of these gentlemen. 
They served their age, but any at- 
tempt to ressurrect them is contrary 
to the spirit of the times.' John Wes- 
ley and John Calvin both held that 
the world was flat and stationary and 
their theology was as far astray as 
their astronomy. 
"Why don't you set up a theological 
school and begin the task of correct- 
ing the errors 
of 
our' ancestors?" 
asked the alderman. 
. 
< 
"I.have no notion of that," contin- 
ued the lawyer, "but I have some 
ideas I would like 
to 
give to all 
preachers. I believe they would cor- 
rect the impression that the world is 
going to the bow-wows because men 
of intelligence do not go to church. 
Once we went to church to have the 
pulpit do our thinking for us; we do 
not do that today. 
We are thinking 
for ourselves. 
We go to church to- 
day to worship and for inspiration to 
life's duty, and when we fail to get 
that we stay at home. I do not be- 
lieve it is possible for any man to in- 
spire his audience to large things to- 
day who holds to the theology of ;the 
sixteenth century. It is time the be- 
lated preacher was waking up to the 
fact that he.is behind'the procession." 
"Come, come!" said the merchant, 
"tell us what you believe." 
"I am. always willing'to do that," 
replied the arm .of the law. 
"First," as the preachers say, "I be- 
lieve in an all-wise, all-powerful-.God 
who created 
the 
heavens and the 
earth; but I do not" believe that He is 
responsible for the death 
of 
little 
children, for sickness and disease and 
for a lot of other1 things usually .at- 
tributed to Him." 
"Do you believe in the story of the 
death 
and 
resurrection of Christ?" 
"Certainly I do. They are among the 
best authenticated facts of history, 
and the man. who rejects them is not 
able to weigh-evidence. But I do not 
believe that Christ's death was for 
the purpose of- placating- an angry 
God. 
When you make the death of 
Christ more than an expression of 
love you do more than Jesus did when 
he said 'God so loved the world He 
gave His only begotten Son that who- 
soever believeth in Him might not 
perish but have everlasting life.'" 
"Do you believe in the incarnation?" 
"Sure I^do," replied the man now on 
the witness 'stand. 
"How can I ex- 
plain that noble life lived under such 
unfavorable conditions and not be- 
lieve. He was divine? 'But I would 
not explain that phenomenon so as.to 
make Him a monstrosity" with two 
wills and two personalities; and when 
a man does so he does violence to the 
simple words of the Bible. 
'. \ 
"I think preachers have got to,, get 
away from" theology as it is usually 
understood. The theology as well as 
the philosophy of the sixteenth cen- 
tury are disqualified for use today be- 
cause of. being out of relation, to- the 


.canons of modern thought. There is 
a demand -today for a I'einterpretation 
of. :the -New Testament and for a re- 
interpretation o£ primitive Christian- 
ity. People have got to find out the 
mind of Christ and interpret 
it in 
terms of modern thought. Then men 
will ..npt be kept from church. 
Re- 
ligion is a normal thing." 
Just here an. old farmer who had 
been, smoking quietly, knocked 
the 
ashes from his pipe and .remarked: 
"Waal I have noticed that you have, 
to-sow the seed before you git a crop, 
and if the seed is good and the soil 
podtj-you git a mighty slim return. 
I have heard a good many preachers 
in my time and it appears to me they 
know about as much of what is going 
on ,as 
the next one. 
Most people 
don't- want anything new. They ain't 
accustomed 
to 
it—it disturbs 'em. 
They want to do jist like they've al- 
ways 'done. Now down in our town 
where:I come from, a new thought is 
a mighty skeery thing; people talk 
about it as though it was a ghost. 
They .don't want any new-fangled no- 
tions down our way. 
The old folks 
want .to do jist like they seed things 
done about fifty years ago and they 
are tryin' mighty hard to make the 
young "uns come up in their tracks. 
You come down to our town and try 
to give us any of your hi-falutin no- 
tions, .Mr. Lawyer, and you will find a 
hornet's nest openin' up about where 
your brain pan is. Now talk about re- 
forms. 
The preacher is about 
the 
only." man with us who.takes enough 
interest in the town to keep the alder- 
men'from putting it in their pockets. 
And you'can't skeer 'em off neither. 
They.'d iruther give up their job than 
give up their principles:' You never 
heard of a politician falling over his- 
se'lf.-for the good of the town did you? 
Never heard of one making a martyr 
of hisself for the good of the cause 
except /at the rate of about fifteen 
'hundred or two .thousand dollars a 
year did ye? An' as fur 
as 
being 
practical. is concerned, I have heard 
that about 90 .per cent of the business 
men fail some time in life. Yon have 
heard a good deal about sich and sich 
a thing being business-like and prac- 
tical.-Well, when you hear that is is 
a igood tiling -.to remember that only 
about/ten.per cent of all these practi- 
cal,^ b'usiness-like fellows, make. a hit. 
They are pretty much like my dog 
when %e is tryin' to bite his tail— 
they-have a hard time to make ends 
meet.",.
